You  may  wonder  why  I  went 
through  all  the  trouble  of 
doing  a  science  experiment 
and  how  I  came  up  with  the 
topic. 

On  a  bitter  winter  day  in 
1994, 1  had  a  severe  asthma 
attack.  I  had  to  go  the  the 
Children's  Hospital  in  the 


middle  of  the  night.  After  my 
dad  and  I  returned  home  I  had 
another  attack  so  we  drove  right 
back  and  spent  the  whole  night 
in  the  hospital.  After  this,  I 
promised  myself  to  learn  more 
about  asthma. 

Numerous  articles  explore 
how  asthma  affects  the  lives  of 
children  Most  chiildren  have 
exercise-induced  asthma  I 
found  this  strange  because  al- 
though I  get  asthma  when  I  ex- 
ercise in  cold  weather,  I  get  none 
whatsoever  when  the  weather 
is  warm.  So  in  my  experiment  I 
tested  "How  does  exercising  in 
cold  weather  affect  normal  and 
asthmatic  subjects?" 

The  manipulated  variable 
was  the  temperature  that  the 
asthmatics  were  running  in.  The 
responding  variable  was  the 
way  the  lungs  respond  to  the 
exercise;  this  was  measured  by 
a  "peak  flow  meter",  which 
meas-ures  the  fastest  speed  of 
the  air  you  blow  from  your 


lungs  (a  reliable  measure  of 
airway  resistance).  Con- 
trolled vari-ables  were  the 
duration  of  exercise  and  the 
temperature  of  the  environ- 
ment. 

The  experiment  revealed 
that  asthmatics  are  affected 
only  by  the  cold  weather,  not 
by  the  exercise.  Even 
though  the  experiment  in- 
volved a  lot  of  work  the  end 
result  made  it  worthwhile. 

To  win  a  Gold  Medal  you 
don't  need  to  be  the  smartest 
student  in  your  class  You 
need  to  understand  your 
topic  and  your  experiment. 
You  need  to  know  how  it 
will  be  useful  for  other 
people.  Most  importantly, 
you  must  be  willing  to  do  a 
lot  of  hard  work.  And  if  you 
try  your  best  in  Science  Fair, 
even  if  you  do  not  get  a  prize, 
you  will  still  be  a  winner  be- 
cause it  is  such  a  valuable 
experience.
